‘The pictures 
showed individuals, including a little girl wearing Nazi armbands. 
This group, as the pictures disclosed, were suppo*ting the HUAC, 
One picture showed a man, referred to by many in the room as a 
Nazi, carrying a Sign stating that only Jews and Communists were 
for the abolition of the HUAC, : o 33 a 


It was decided to have reprints made of this particular 
picture and have them given wide circulation. 
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ED MELAMED or MELAMIK (sounds like) asked FRANK if 
the New York group had te take the same names as the National 
Committee to Abolish the Un-American Committee (NCAUAC). 


FRANK felt it necessary to clarify the position of 
the NCAUAC on this question. 


First of all, he stated, it was decided by the Los 
Angeles Committee for the Preservation of the Bill of Rights 
that he, FRANK WILKINSON, become a full-time field representa- 
tive of the NCAUAC and the Los Angeles group would pay his 
salary and the rent of the office in Washington, D.C... All 
other committees, he said, must pay his expenses, including 
telephone calls, while he is working with them. 


FRANK stated that DOROTHY MARSHALL, AUBREY WILLIAM 
and the other officers of the NCAUAC would hot mind if the 
New York Council wish to have their names on the New York 
Council letterheads. He implied, povever: that the New York 
Comcast elect its own officers. 


Also, in this connection, he said, ea NCAUAC does 
not desire nor does it have the means to create and control 
organizations throughout the country. Their purpose, he 
stated, was to coordinate the nationwide campaign for 
abolition_ 


He also reported that it took him and others elose 
to 7 years to get the Chicago Committee to Defend the Bill 
of Aients to wholly embrace an abolition campaign. 


FRANK urged distribution of Cong. ROOSEVELT's 
letter of 12/31/60 to his congressional colleagues. He 
stated that the Chicago Committee had agreed to reproduce 
copies of the letter at cost. He urged wide distribution 

. of the recent ad in the Washington Post. They cost, he said, 
$3 per 1000. Also, he urged wide distribution of a booklet 
of editorials produced by the NCAUAC; $.25 a copy.

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RUSS NIXON reported on the progress of the New York | 
Council. He congratuated BERNIE WELLER for his work along with 
SANDRA ROSENBLOOM_ OTTO NATHAN and SYLVIA CRANE, a 


- RUSS asked the representatives of the National 
Lawyers Guild if they would begin to think of effective ways 
for handling cases which might be brought before the. HUAC and 
the subsequent possibility of the individuals being cited for 
contempt. Some means, he said, must be found for the effective 
and successful handling of these cases. STANLEY FAULKNER 
agreed to prepare a program along those lines. PAUL ROSS 
remarked that he was very busy but will be willing to serve in 
an advisory capacity. 


Visits to Congressmen were discussed. OTTO NATHAN. 
reported that he had lunched with Congressman EMANUEL CELLER 
but it was not too hopeful. _CELLER, he said, had told him 
that he 1s having a difficult time with many members of his 
own House Judiciary Committee. 


BABETTE JONES stated that she would visit Cong. 
JAMES C, HEALEY, Bronx. 


JOANNE and SYLVIA stated that mney would visit 
Cong. ADAM C, POWELL. 


CHARLEY FITZGERALD suggested that the New York 
Council agree on an approach to Congressmen namely the 
suggested by Cong. CELLER that he would move to have the 
activities of the HUAC transferred to the House Judiciary 
Committee. 


BAe OTTO NATHAN opposed this idea; PAUL ROSS eee ETS 
it, but nothing definite came of it. 


As to approaches to organizations, JOHN RANDOLPH 
stated that he was a member of Actors Equity and he had 
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attended a meeting recently where he was not too confident as 
to whether or not, he should called for support of abolition 

of the HUAC by Actors Equity. Thé membership, he said, would 
have probably supported such a resolution but the Executive 
Board of Actors Equity, headed by RALPH BELLAMY would have 
voted against it. The Executive Board, he stated, has complete 
control over the organization. Besides, he said, RALPH BELLAMY 
is a closeand good friend of J. EDGAR HOOVER and’ this is the 
main reason for RALPH'S opposition to abolition. 


However, JOHN RANDOLPH, reported, that he shortly 
expects to be elected to the Executive Board of Actor's 
Equity and, at that time, he will see what can be accomplished 
relative to abolition. 


JOHN RANDOLPH offered his. services for free in any . 
future fund raising event and he will, he stated, try to get 
other performers to participate. 


His remarks were warmly received. After a short 


break for lunch, the meeting was continued. This section of 
the meeting was devotedto organizational matters. 


SYLVIA CRANE moved that the New York Council formally 
be called the NYCAHUAC.

OTTO NATHAN and RUSS NIXON were unaniiously elected

The exact number of vice-chairman was not determined. 
BERNIE WELLER was elected 1st Vice-Chairman.

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SANDRA ROSENBLOOM elected Secretary. The post of 
Executive Secretary was not officially filled. BERTHA ROMANOFF 
at RUSS NIXON's suggestion was elected office worker. RUSS added 


that she wold be paid and might possibly become the Executive 
Secretary. 


Finance Committee will be chaired by JOE SWELLINGER. 


LEONA ABRAMS and BABETTE JONES Would be members of this committee, 


Legal Aid Committee headed by STANLEY FAULKNER. 


The Committee to Contact Organizations and Trade Unions 
would beleaded by SYLVIA CRANE and ANN SWELLINGER, BELLA 
ALTSHULER and MARTHA KAHN will also be members. 


Press and Publicity will be handled by BILL PRICE and 
JOANNE GRANT. If a special event is necessary, it was decided 
that BILL will work directly with RUSS NIXON.

CHARLOTTE reported that she also had been in Atlanta 
with FRANK and CARL, She stated that she had gone with 
them to a Negro college in Atlanta for a celebration, Rev. 
MARTIN LUTHER KING and DIRK STRUIK amongst others had also 
been present to praise both FRANK and CARL, 


Rev. MELISH reported that he had been in Atlanta 
also but that he was attending meetings of the Southern 
Education Conference. He stated that he didn't think it 
would have been too wise to publicly associate himself 
with FRANK and CARL in Atlanta. However, he said, he 
visited with FRANK in FRANK's hotel room, He told the

RUSS reported that OTTO NATHAN was presently in 
Europe. He did not state the nature of his trip. 


RUSS further reported on RUSS's recent appearance 
pefore the HUAC, He felt, he stated, that the climate 
had changed favorably. This was a result, he said, of 
the HUAC's feeling of the effect of the abolition 
campaign. The witnesses were not cooperative but were 
treated in somewhat of a friendly manner, It was
